What  Does  Vote  Postponement  Mean 
For  18th  &  Arkansas  St.  Proposal?

Even  after  nearly  100  people  —  most 
of  them  Polrero  Hill  residents  —  had 
offered  more  than  10  hours  of  testimony 
in  three  separate  Planning  Commission 
sessions,  members  of  the  Commission  de- 
cided in  the  late  hours  of  March  25  to 
put  off  until  April  II  a  vote  on  granting 
a  conditional  use  permit  to  the  contro- 
versial  plan  to  build  29  units  of  afford- 
able artists'  live-work  spaces  and  61 
units  of  market  rate  condos  on  the  vacant 
slope  at  18th  and  Arkansas  Streets. 

Had  a  vote  been  taken  March  25  — 
with  one  Commissioner  absent  —  it  would 
have  likely  been  a  tie.  What  does  the 
Commission's  postponement  mean  for  the 
fate  of  the  project? 

The  Commission  saw  an  unprecedented 
turnout  of  Hill  dwellers  at  its  sessions. 
Although  testimony  for  and  against  the 
plan  was  fairly  evenly  divided,  it  was 
clear  that  Hill  residents  opposed  to  the 
project  had  mobilized  in  greater  numbers 
to  attend  the  Commission  hearings. 

And  while  opposition  at  the  first  hear- 
ing had  focused  largely  on  the  effort  to 
keep  the  area  open  space,  by  the  March 
25  session,  almost  all  those  testifying 
against  the  live-work/condo  proposal  pro- 
fessed support  for  what  they  called  the 
"compromise"  or  "alternative"  concept 
of  commercial  and  live-work  spaces  and 
open  space  sketched  out  during  the  last 
month  by  Anchor  Brewery  owner  Fritz 
Maytag. 

In  addition,  a  number  of  union  offi- 
cials and  area  industry  owners  had  urged 
the  Commission  not  to  grant  the  permit 


for  residential  use  on  land  that  is  zoned 
M-1,  for  mixed,  but  primarily  industrial 
use.  They  said  that  with  land  values  for 
condominiums  higher  than  for  industry, 
such  a  change  could  encourage  owners 
of  nearby  land  to  sell  for  condo  construc- 
tion and  evict  businesses.  In  addition, 
representatives  of  local  industry  predict- 
ed that  residents  of  the  new  condos 
would  lodge  complaints  against  their 
businesses. 

Many  supporters  of  the  project,  to  be 
built  by  developer  Rick  Holliday  in  con- 
junction with  the  ArtSpace  Development 
Corp.  (ARTSDECO),  stressed  the  need 
for  affordable  live-work  space  for  artists, 
and  noted  that  this  project  presented  a 
unique  opportunity  for  its  construction. 

It  was  clear  that  the  affordable  live- 
work  space  was  important  to  Planning 
Commissioners,  but  that  a  number  of 
questions  remained  about  the  project  as 
a  whole. 

"Does  the  benefit  of  housing  and  af- 
fordable live-work  override  the  potential 
impacts?  By  allowing  the  conditional 
use  of  industrial  land,  are  we  encouraging 
price  speculation  that  would  lead  in- 
dustry to  move  out?"  asked  Commissioner 
Douglas  Engmann,  who  at  the  March  25 
session  was  leaning  against  the  plan.  Eng- 
man,  however,  also  asked  those  advocat- 
ing industrial  protection  in  this  area, 
"Where  were  you  when  this  Commission 
was  fighting  to  save  industrial  jobs  South 
of  Market?" 

That  note  of  irony  was  also  under- 
scored by  Commissioner  Jim  Morales, 
who  noted  that  he  "feels  as  if  he's  in  a 
Fellini  movie,  with  certain  elements  of 


surrealism"  and  the  need  to  "sort  out 
reality  from  fiction." 

The  argument  about  industrial  users. 
Morales  emphasized,  "was  developed  late 
in  the  process,  at  the  Uth  hour.  The 
initial  opposition  and  most  of  the  oppo- 
sition I  saw  before  the  hearings  said 
open  space  and  open  space  only." 

In  response  to  industrial  concerns,  "the 
project  should  be  required  to  give  very 
detailed  notice  to  all  potential  owners 
that  there  are  industrial  uses  in  the  area," 
Morales  stressed.  He  also  emphasized 
that  "before  construction  of  any  market 
rate  units,  the  project  sponsor  must 
demonstrate  that  the  affordable  units 
are  100  percent  financed.  There  should 
also  be  additional  affordable  units  in  the 
market  rate  condos." 

(Helping  to  underwrite  the  cost  of  the 
live-work  spaces  is  $500,000  allocated 
by  the  city  in  the  1980s  when  a  group  of 
artists  was  forced  to  leave  the  Goodman 
Building,  as  well  as  approximately  $1 
million  in  costs  from  developer  Holliday. 
This  leaves  as  much  as  an  additional  $1 
million  in  subsidies  to  be  sought  if  the 
live-work  spaces  are  to  meet  their  lowest 
affordability  level.  ArtsDeco  has  been 
talking  with  state  sources  about  obtaining 
these  funds.) 

Commissioner  Sue  Bierman,  noting 
that  a  decision  on  the  various  issues  pre- 
sented was  a  "difficult"  one,  announced 
her  intention  to  support  the  project  and 
admitted  she  is  "troubled  by  the  presump- 
tion that  new  people  who  come  into  the 
condos  will  be  that  different  from  the

Hill  Rallies 
To  Defend 
Its  Library

Hill  residents  by  the  hundreds  are  rally- 
ing in  support  of  the  Potrero  Branch 
Library,  which  was  targeted  late  last 
month  for  potential  downgrading  to  a 
Reading  Center. 

More  than  75  concerned  library  users 
attended  a  meeting  March  9  at  the  Branch 
to  tell  Chief  of  Branches  Neel  Parikh 
and  Library  Commission  Finance  Chair 
Dale  Carlson  how  important  they  con- 
sider  the  Hill's  library  and  librarians. 
And  several  dozen  neighborhood  residents 
also  attended  Library  Commission 
sessions  and  a  community  meeting  at 
the  Mission  Branch  Library  to  urge  that 
the  Potrero  Branch  not  face  drastic 
cuts. 

At  the  Feb.  12  Library  Commission 
meeting,  it  appeared  that  Hill  residents' 
ptCHs  t)Hd  some  effect,  when  o  revised 
proposal  ior  cutbacks  rescinded  --  at 
least  for  now  —  the  plan  to  downgrade 
the  Fotroro  Branch  to  a  Rejiding  Conler, 
which  would  be  open  only  20  hours  per 
week  instead  of  the  current  30  and  would 
be  staffed  by  a  Library  Technician  and  a 
Page  instead  of  the  Branch's  two  libra- 
rians. 

The  Feb.  12  proposal  for  Potrero  would, 
however,  cut  the  staff  back  to  only  one 
librarian,  most  likely  a  Cliildren's  Libra- 
rian who  would  also  be  responsible  for 
some  general  branch  duties,  and  would 
cut  the  branch  hours  as  many  as  five 
per  week. 

This  apparent  partial  respite  for  the 
Potrero  Library  may  be  short-lived, 
however.  On  Tuesday,  April  2,  the 
Library  Commissioners  will  decide  on 
the  specific  details  of  which  branches 
they  will  propose  to  cut  back,  and  as 
of  View  presstime  there  is  no  guarantee 
that  the  Potrero  Branch  will  not  return 
to  the  Reading  Center  downgrade  list. 

Hill  residents  have  continued  to  express 
their  support  for  the  Potrero  Branch, 
calling  Mayor  Art  Agnos'  office,  members 
of  the  Library  Commission,  members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  State  officials,  as  well  as 
signing  a  petition  addressed  to-the  city 
decision-makers  at  all  levels. 

"Our  library  and  our  librarians  are 
crucial  to  the  Potrero  Hill  community," 
the  petition  stresses.  "They  provide  the 
accessibility  of  knowledge,  which  is  key 
to  an  informed  and  involved  citizenship. 
We  strongly  urge  you  not  to  cut  library 
services." 

Although  much  of  the  drive  to  defeat 
library  cutbacks  is  focusing  on  various 
city  officials,  the  culprit  in  the  current 
stage  of  the  library's  fiscal  crisis  is 
actually  California  Governor  Pete  Wilson. 
The  newly-elected  Governor  has  proposed 
to  reduce  the  State  Library  budget  from 
$16.6  million  to  10.1  million,  which  trans- 
lates into  an  anticipated  cut  of  $175,000 
in  state  funds  to  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library.  In  addition,  the  city's  library 
system  is  experiencing  an  internal  short- 
fall of  approximately  $75,000  in  fines 
and  other  revenues. 

The  proposal  to  downgrade  some 
branches  to  Reading  Centers  and  cut

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IN  OUR  VIEW 

Hungry  for  Attention 


Food  for  thought:  it's  a  phrase  we  hear  all  the  time.  .  .  something  to  chew  on, 
something  to  ponder.  Just  a  metaphor,  right? 

Beyond  the  metaphor,  however,  is  a  literal  meaning,  and  one  that  dramatizes  a 
tragic  addition  to  the  growing  list  of  reasons  why  Johnny  —  or  Jamie  —  can't  read; 
because  they're  hungry. 

A  recent  study  conducted  by  the  Food.  Research  and  Action  Center  has  provided  a 
comprehensive  and  chilling  portrait  of  the  growing  number  of  children  in  the  United 
States  who  suffer  from  hunger,  and  millions  more  who  are  in  danger  of  going  hungry. 

Mental  as  well  as  physical  growth  is  affected  by  the  lack  of  proper  nutrition. 
Youngsters  who  go  to  school  hungry  frequently  simply  do  not  have  the  energy  to 
learn;  they  can  become  disruptive  in  a  classroom  and  miss  school  often  because  they 
are  less  resistant  to  illness.  In  some  cases  the  nutritional  deprivation  of  millions  of 
U.S.  children  began  almost  at  birth.  Reagan  Administration  cuts  of  early  childhood 
and  even  infant  nutrition  programs  may  have  indeed  affected  the  early  growth  of 
countless  children,  including  the  growth  of  their  mental  capacities. 

The  Food.  Research  and  Action  Center  study  has  pinpointed  five  and  a  half  million 
children  under  age  12  who  suffer  from  hunger     and  has  warned  that  an  equal  amount 
are  dangerously  close  to  entering  that  category.  Even  here  on  Potrero  Hill  social 
agencies  are  seeing  —  and  feeding  —  more  hungry  children  than  ever  before.  As  food 
prices  continue  to  rise,  those  few  programs  that  exist  to  help  hungry  children  become 
more  and  more  inadequate.  Food  stamps,  which  are  issued  at  the  beginning  of  each 
month,  last  the  average  family  no  more  than  two  and  a  half  weeks.  The  Women's 
Infants  and  Children's  (WIC)  program,  for  low-income  pregnant  women,  infants  and 
childn  ...  serves  only  about  half  of  those  who  are  eligible  because  of  a  lack  of  funds. 

Are  our  federal  or  our  state  governments  even  beginning  to  address  this  growing 
crisis?  When  a  top  official  can  attempt  to  justify  cutting  cost-of-living  provisions 
for  Aid  to  Families  With  Dependent  Children  by  claiming  that  a  poor  person  will 
then  "simply  have  to  buy  one  less  six-pack  of  beer,"  we  get  a  clear  idea  of  some  de- 
cision-makers' warped  priorities. 

While  some  farmers  and  other  food  producers  still  labor  under  artificial  production 
limits,  millions  of  children  continue  to  go  hungry.  Certainly  an  improved  system  of 
food  distribution  for  the  poor  is  a  crucial  step,  as  is  a  package  of  recommendations 
put  forth  by  the  l-oort  Kescarcn  (ino  Action  Center.  Amonjc  them:  increasing  the 
federal  appropriation  for  WIC;  expanding  the  school  breakfast  program  and  ensuring 
there  are  no  cuts  in  the  school  lunch  progi'am;  expanding  llie  f-'cderii.  C'hild  and  Adult 
Care  Food  Program  and  Summer  Food  Service  Program;  and  improving  access  to 
food  stamps. 

The  children  who  suffer  hunger  do  so  as  mcmbr.-s  of  individual  families,  but  they 
are  indeed  the  problem  and  the  responsibility  of  society  as  a  whole.  Hunger  is  not 
just  a  problem  plaguing  people  thousands  of  miles  away.  It  is  here  at  home,  and  it 
demands  our  attention. 
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Fund  Schools  Fully 

Editor; 

Thank  you  for  your  supportive  editorial 

on  public  education.  These  are  extremely 
perilous  times.  The  impending  budget  de- 
ficit in  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  is  frightening.  I  would  like  to 
share  with  your  readers  both  a  background 
to  this  deficit  and  some  recommended 
actions. 

In  December  1990,  the  school  district 
had  projected  a  deficit  of  $7,692,0000  for 
1991-92  fiscal  year;  this  was  assuming 
that  Sacramento  would  be  granting  our 
teachers  a  cost-of-living  adjustment 
(COLA)  of  4.97  percent,  and  that  lottery 
revenue  would  be  $135  per  average  daily 
attendance  (ADA). 

However,  when  the  Governor  issued  his 
1991-92  projected  budget  in  January,  the 
District's  projected  deficit  jumped  to 
$17,806,000  for  1991-92.  The  major 
causes  for  this  were  that  1)  the  projected 
COLA  was  reduced  from  4.97  percent  to 
0,  amounting  to  a  $9,101,000  increase  in 
the  projected  deficit;  2)  a  decrease  in 


projected  lottery  revenue  from  $135  per 
ADA  to  $118  per  ADA,  a  further  increase 
in  the  projected  deficit  of  $1,013,000. 

The  most  significant  partial  solution  to 
our  projected  deficit  is  to  convince  the 
Governor  and  the  Legislature  not  to  sus- 
pend Proposition  98  and  to  fully  fund 
schools  in  keeping  with  the  voters'  man- 
date when  they  passed  Proposition  98. 

Please  write  or  call  your  legislative 
representatives  and  the  Governor  in 
Sacramento  regarding  your  support  for 
public  education  by  not  allowing  Proposi- 
tion 98  to  be  suspended  and  all  the  Propo- 
sition 98  money  going  to  our  schools. 

Thank  you  for  your  interest  and  commit- 
ment to  our  children.

I've  been  thinking  more  about  libraries 
than  books  lately,  due  to  the  possible  cuts 
in  service  at  Potrero  and  other  branch 
libraries.  Having  worked  at  San  Francis- 
co Public  Library  (SFPL)  for  more  than 
25  years,  I  wonder  if  I  have  a  different, 
"insider's"  view  of  the  library. 

In  the  community  meetings  held  here 
and  at  Mission  Branch  and  at  the  library 
commission  meetings  I  have  been  im- 
pressed with  the  appreciation  and  under- 
standing of  libraries  expressed  by  Potrero 
Hill  and  other  library  supporters.  While 
it  is  wonderful  to  hear  your  support  for 
libraries,  it  is  painful  to  evoke  that  sup- 
port through  ongoing  cuts  in  service. 
How  nice  it  would  be  to  have  a  library 
meeting  to  find  out  what  kinds  of  servi- 
ces you  would  like  to  see  us  add! 

Until  such  a  meeting  can  take  place, 
I'm  going  to  risk  boring  you  with  what 
this  librarian  thinks  is  obviously  basic 
and  essential  in  a  public  library.  My  "ob- 
vious" may  not  be  your  "obvious,"  and 
some  of  these  issues  are  the  subject  of 
hot  debate  among  library  workers. 

Here's  how  1  see  the  public  library: 
first,  and  most  importantly,  free  as  pos- 
sible from  any  charges,  free  from  censor- 
ship, free  from  the  pressures  of  special 
interests,  responsive  and  open  to  all  the 
public.  When  we're  poor,  us  we  seem  to 
be  lately,  fees  are  one  budget-solving 
solution.  Part  of  our  current  shortfall 
was  caused  when  SFPL  antLCipated  that 
raising  fees  for  los\  books  and  library 
cards  would  increase  revenues;  users  then 
lost  fewer  books  and  cards. 

Some  cities'  libraries  charge  for  new 
book  or  video  rentals;  some  libraries  (Los 
Angeles,  for  example)  have  a  fee-based 
information  service  to  provide  packaged 
research.  Most  libraries  charge  for  com- 
puterized searches;  the  Friends  of  SFPL 
sponsor  the  first  $10  and  users  must  pay 
for  any  costs  over  that  amount.  Most 
libraries  charge  fines,  which  seems  reason- 
able to  me  for  adults.  I  agree  with  our 
policy  of  not  charging  fines  for  children 
because  we  didn't  like  to  see  children 
denied  library  privileges  because  their 
lives  were  a  bit  disorganized.  Most 
libraries  charge  for  lost  materials,  which 
also  seems  reasonable. 

On  any  other  charges,  1  believe  the  li- 
brary, by  being  as  free  as  possible,  pro- 
vides the  kind  of  equal  access  to  informa- 
tion that  citizens,  regardless  of  ability 
to  oav.  should  have.  The  fee/free  issue  is 
a  hot  one  in  public  libraries;  let  me  know 
if  you're  interested  in  more  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

What  else  is  the  library?  A  community 
center.  One  Library  Commissioner  spoke 
recently  about  resisting  cuts  to  smaller 
libraries,  which  are  sometimes  the  only 
center  for  the  neighborhood.  Potrero  Hill 
has  the  Neighborhood  House,  the  rec 
center,  small  cafes  and  coffee  houses, 
but  the  library  remains  a  unique  comm- 
unity center,  with  the  upstairs  meeting 
room  avilable  to  groups  during  open  hours. 

A  library  should  respond  to  community 
needs,  and  book  selection  on  Potrero  Hill, 
due  to  the  diversity  of  the  neighborhood, 
stretches  a  small  budget  over  a  wide 
range  of  subjects:  art  books  for  the 
Hill's  many  artists;  African-American 
interest  titles;  business  books  for  the 
Hill's  entrepreneurs;  career  and  occupa- 
tional books  for  workers;  how-to  books 
for  house,  garden,  mind  or  body  projects; 
new  novels  ranging  from  escape  to 
serious  fiction. 

We  have  books  for  children,  from  board 
books  for  babies  and  picture  books  for 
toddlers  to  studies  on  the  universe  for  a 
school  report.  Our  young  adult  paperback 
rack  has  fiction  and  non-fiction  especial- 
ly addressing  teenage  problems  and  in- 
terests. 


The  Potrero  Hill  Library  also  provides 
access  to  the  rest  of  SFPL.  Right  now  it 
is  somewhat  slow  and  cumbersome,  and 
we  are  charging  (horrors!)  for  book  re- 
quests. When  we  have  a  new  online  cata- 
log, getting  books  within  the  SFPL  system 
libraries  will  be  faster,  easier  and  more 
efficient. 

The  library  is  staff.  Can't  anybody  tell 
stories  to  children?  Sure,  and  probably 
most  of  us  have.  But  that  doesn't  substi- 
tute for  an  ongoing  children's  program, 
planned  by  a  children's  librarian  who  has 
studied  children's  books:  attends  courses, 
conferences  and  meetings  to  keep  up 
skills;  knows  the  library's  policies  and 
goals;  is  accountable  to  the  institution 
knows  the  neighborhood  children,  the 
book  collection,  and  is  in  the  library  when 
the  children  come  in  on  other  occasions. 

The  library  is  volunteers.  The  Friends 
of  SFPL  raise  money  by  selling  donated 
books  at  their  store  in  Fort  Mason  and  at 
special  sales.  Before  the  donations  are 
sold,  many  titles  are  added  to  the  SFPL 
library  collections.  The  Friends  sponsor 
many  library  programs;  such  as  the  annual 
art  show  here,  special  children's  story- 
tellers and  other  programs  such  as  last 
year's  rap  group. 

Book  Buddies  is  a  program  sponsored  by 
the  library  in  which  volunteers  read  to 
sick  children  in  the  city's  hospitals.  Pro- 
ject READ,  the  library's  literacy  project, 
trains  volunleers  to  tutor  adult^i  in  read- 
ing, ano  matches  volunteers  with  students. 
Several  READ  students  and  volunteers  use 
Potrero's  meeting  room. 

Keep  Libraries  Alive  (KLA)  lobbies 
government  on  behalf  of  the  library.

SF  GENERAL  HOSPITAL  BEDS  FOR  WAR  CASUALTIES 

A  document  from  the  United  States  Department  of  Defense  outlined  plans  to  reserve 
"at  least  50  beds"  at  S.F.  General  Hospital  to  care  for  military  personnel  severely 
wounded  in  "a  future  large  scale  war  overseas".  Doctors,  interns,  and  nurses  who 
questioned  the  plan  cited  fears  that  health  care  delivery  to  the  community  would 
be  hampered  by  the  need  to  reserve  for  the  military  50  of  the  facility's  then  450 
available  beds. 

The  ominous  Defense  Department  document  went  on  to  state  that  "because  of 
technical  advances  in  weaponry  and  the  great  mobility  of  armies  today,  a  future 
large  scale  war  overseas  will  probably  begin  and  end  very  rapidly  and  produce 
casualties  at  a  higher  rate  than  any  other  war  in  history." 

CONCERN  OVER  CONDO  PROJECT 

The  old  Dutch  Boy  Paint  factory  site  on  23rd  and  Kansas  Streets  was  in  the  news  in 
1981.  Dutch  Boy  had  moved  out  in  1971,  and  the  factory  and  land  were  donated  to 
Synanon.  in  1980  Synanon  sold  the  complex  to  a  development  corporation  called 
2222  Ltd.  —  Foxcroft  Associates.  According  to  the  story  in  the  VIEW,  Foxcroft 
planned  to  build  132  condominium  units  on  the  property.  Local  organizations 
expressed  concern  because  the  "average  price  of  one  unit  is  estimated  in  the  EIR 
(Environmental  Impact  Report)  at  $123,000,  which  is  too  high  for  most  current 
Potrero  Hill  residents." 
TEN-YEAR-OLD  MISCELLANY 

The  Potrero  Hill  Boosters  and  Merchants  Association  sponsored  a  contest  at  the 
Middle  School  for  posters  reminding  residents  of  the  need  for  individual  responsibility 
in  keeping  the  community  clean.  The  first  prize  of  $20  was  won  by  Linda  Johnson  ... 
"Mow  to  appreciate  garden  snails,  as  food  and  as  tenants  of  the  earth"  was  the 
subject  of  artist  Jo  Hanson's  work  at  The  Farm  ...  26th  Street  was  falling  downhill 
between  DeHaro  and  Kansas  Streets,  and  the  VIEW  was  calling  on  residents  to  insist 
that  warning  signs  be  posted.  The  call  to  action  was  illustrated  by  a  photograph 
showing  fissures  in  the  roadway  that  were,  indeed,  alarming.

people  already  there  who  are  accepting 
the  brewery  and  the  coffee  plant.  Wc 
liave  the  protection  of  judging  any  pro- 
jects that  would  come  to  replace  indus- 
trial uses." 

Stressing  that  the  "alternative"  con- 
cept is  "not  real  at  this  point"  and  that 
"our  job  is  to  say  yes  or  no"  on  the  live- 
work  condo  project,  Bierman  noted  that 
"if  the  alternative  got  flushed  out  into 
a  real  project  and  you  all  saw  the  model, 
1  don't  know  il  you  all  would  stand  up 
and  be  for  it.  It's  big,  loo,  in  different 
places." 

Before  the  Commission  had  begun  its 
comments,  Zoning  Director  Robert  Pass- 
more  had  told  them,  "This  project  is  the 
only  real  project  before  you.  1  would 
want  to  refine  some  architecture  and 
see  if  a  little  more  of  the  housing  needs 
of  San  Francisco  can  be  met." 

In  postponing  a  vote  on  the  matter 
until  April  11,  Commission  President 
Wayne  Hu  stressed  that  the  process  of 
granting  a  conditional  use  must  weigh 


the  criteria  of  whether  the  project  is 
necessary  and  desirable.  "Reducing  the 
density  would  mnke  it  more  compatible 
for  mc,"  he  noted. 

The  Planning  Commission's  decision  to 
delay  the  vote  —  and  the  comments  of 
the  Commissioners  —  raise  some  key 
questions. 

Can  the  plan  itself,  as  well  as  its  finan- 
cial underpinnings,  be  modified  in  such  a 
way  as  to  gain  the  support  of  a  majority 
of  the  Commission?  And  if  a  majority  of 
commissioners  are  able  to  reach  a  con- 
sensus on  such  modifications,  would  de- 
veloper Holliday  then  consider  the  project 
profitable  enough  to  build? 

Given  the  signals  evident  in  Commis- 
sion comment,  such  modifications  might 
include  some  or  all  of  the  following: 
additional  affordability  in  a  number  of 
the  market  rate  units;  a  design  modifica- 
tion to  reduce  density;  and  additional 
guarantees  that  this  residential  use  of 
M-1  land  would  not  create  a  precedent 
for  displacing  blue  collar  jobs  from  the 
city.

Hill  Rallies  to  Defend 
Its  Library  Against  Cuts

staff  and  hours  at  other  branches  is  a 
result  of  the  library  administrotion  and 
commission's  decision  not  to  close  ary 
branches  and  not  to  cut  this  year's  book 
budget,  which  has  suffered  significant 
reductions  in  the  last  few  years. 

The  branches  that  were  targeted  for 
downgrading  or  service  reduction  — 
including  Potrero  —  were  chosen  by 
library  staff  based  on  a  number  of  sta- 
tistical factors:  circulation;  in-library 
use;  population  served;  and  distance  to 
nearest  branch.  At  various  meetings 
last  month  it  was  revealed  that  the 
1980  census  —  the  last  one  available 
but  presumably  out-of-date  —  was  used 
to  determine  population  figures,  and 
that  no  studies  had  been  undertaken  on 
the  use  of  public  transportation  to  get 
to  another  branch  with  fuller  service. 

(At  the  flill  library  meeting,  none  of 
the  75  people  attending  indicated  they 
would  take  the  bus  to  the  Mission  Branch, 
and  a  number  of  parents  showed  reluc- 
tance to  let  their  children  ride  the  bus 
to  another  library.) 

In  addition,  figures  showing  the  per- 
capita  circulation  figures  at  the  Potrero 
Branch  —  how  many  books  are  taken  out 
in  relation  to  the  Hill's  population  —  show 
that  Potrero  is  listed  mid-point  on  the 
roster  of  the  Library's  26  branches,  and 
the  per  capita  circulation  figures  have 
actually  showed  a  dramatic  rise  last  year. 

This  statistic  was  mirrored  in  an 
impassioned  plea  by  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House  Executive  Director  Enola 
D.  Maxwell  at  the  Feb.  9  meeting. 
"Children  are  using  the  library  more 
than  they  used  to,"  she  stressed.  "To 
have  this  happen  now  is  terrible;  it's 
deplorable  to  do  so  much  harm  to  save 
such  a  small  amount  of  money." 

And  Hill  resident  Barbara  Parker, 
whose  children  are  library  users,  pointed 
out  at  the  Mission  Branch  meeting  that 
"library  hours  in  schools  are  also  being 
cut.  Where  are  the  kids  going  to  get 
books  from?" 

Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  Librarian 


Knna  Bauer  noted  at  the  Fob.  9  meeting 
that  her  current  position  was  likely  to 
be  cut  and  that  one  school  librarian 
would  have  to  handle  two  middle  schools. 
In  addition,  the  Hill's  Starr  King  and 
rJuniel  Webster  elementary  schools  will 
have  no  librarians. 

Many  Hill  residents  at  various  sessions 
during  the  month  urged  library  officials 
to  absorb  their  shortfall  by  making 
across-the-board  cuts  ratlicr  then  targe- 
ting branches  such  as  Potrero  for  more 
severe  slashes  in  service,  ("hicf  of 
Branches  Parikh  responded  to  these 
suggestions  by  pointing  out  that  "the 
staffing  patterns  we  have  now  don't 
lend  themselves  to  across-the-board- 
reductions." 

The  set  of  cutbacks  being  discussed 
now,  of  course,  simply  reflects  the  anti- 
cipated state  funding/reduction  and  the 
library's  internal  shortfall.  Discussion 
of  even  further  cutbacks  might  take 
place  if  the  city's  own  multi-million 
dollar  budget  deficit  results  in  proposals 
for  slashing  library  services. 

With  this  in  view,  neighborhood  resi- 
dents and  library  officials  alike  are 
also  turning  their  attention  to  ideas  for 
raising  additional  library  revenue.  Libra- 
ry Commissioner  Carlson  noted  that  a 
provision  of  Prop.  13  allows  for  enact- 
ment of  a  special  property  lax  that  would 
be  used  for  libraries  if  it  is  passed  by 
a  popular  vote. 

"I'm  sure  that  renters  and  homeowners 
wouldn't  mind  paying  a  certain  amount 
of  money  every  year  if  it  would  keep 
our  libraries  open,"  Hill  resident  Robert 
Boileau  told  the  March  12  Library 
Commission  meeting.  The  prospect  of 
such  8  tax  was  also  supported  at  that 
session  by  San  Francisco  Labor  Council 
Secretary-Treasurer  Walter  Johnson. 

Commission  members  agreed  to  "start 
looking  seriously  at  what  a  library  tax 
would  look  like  and  when  it  should  be 
on  the  ballot."  It  is  unlikely,  however, 
that  such  a  tax  could  be  voted  in  and 
take  effect  soon  enough  to  solve  this 
year's  library  budget  problems.

Who  could  resist  it?  An  "eight  foot 
tall  'mcshugenah  machine'  made  in  Italy" 
here  on  Polrero  Hill. 

So,  it  was  down  to  the  Cafferata  Ravio- 
li Factory  at  130  Wisconsin  St.  to  talk  to 
owner  Gino  Biradelli  about  his  new  equip- 
ment. 

The  Cafferata  establishment,  a  vener- 
able North  Beach  institution  when  Bira- 
delli became  its  second  owner  in  1967. 
is  now  105  years  old  and  still  has  one  foot 
firmly  planted  in  the  neighborhood  of  its 
birth.  But  when  the  one-room  factory  at 
Columbus  and  Filbert  Streets  proved  in- 
adequate to  the  demands  of  a  pasta  boom, 
the  machines  were  moved  last  March  to 
the  Potrero  Hill  site  and  the  original 
place  became  a  deli  and  retail  outlet. 

In  addit  ion>  Biradelli  still  owns  a 
service  station,  a  gelato  factory  and  the 
La  Romana  restaurant  in  North  Beach. 

For  Biradelli,  69,  a  former  Genovese 
marine  engineer,  the  move  to  the  Hill  was 
a  homecoming  of  sorts;  he's  lived  here  for 
23  years. 

With  the  move  of  his  manufacturing 
unit  to  Wisconsin  Street  came  other 
changes,  most  notably  the  addition  of 
more  modern  machinery.  Now  totalling 
15,  the  mechanical  marvels  can  turn  out 
three  and  a  half  tons  of  pasta  daily,  as 
opposed  to  the  1,500  to  2.000  pounds  per 
day  San  Francisco's  "Pasta  King"  was 
able  to  manage  in  North  Beach. 

And  the  crown  jewel  of  this  royal  dia- 
dem of  equipment  is  a  brand  new  com- 
puter operated  dandy,  the  only  one  of 
its  kind  anywhere,  which  mixes,  beats 
and  delivers  900  pounds  of  finished  pasta 
per  hour.  Dubbed  by  a  wag  "the  meshuga- 


nah  machine"  for  its  eccentric  motions, 
it's  a  welcome  addition  to  a  company 
that  offers  50  or  more  different  pasta 
products  —  from  fettucini  to  tagliatelle 
and  ravioli  of  various  fillings  and  flavors. 

Biradelli  participated  in  the  design  of 
the  $125,000  device,  which  was  built  in 
Como,  Italy. 

To  the  suggestion  that  he,  perhaps, 
takes  as  much  delight  in  the  macliines 
themselves  as  in  what  they  produce,  the 
former  marine  engineer  smiles  in  agree- 
ment. For  a  man  who  spent  much  of  his 
life  before  pasta  tending  machinery  on 
ships,  it's  an  obvious  pleasure  to  demon- 
strate the  new,  gleaming  piece  of  equip- 
ment. It's  a  wondrous  machine  whose 
many  parts  are  protected  by  automatic 
safety  devices,  and  which  also  has  an 
"elevator  belt"  to  make  a  critical  hoist- 
ing maneuver. 

But  a  visit  to  the  Cafferata  Ravioli 
Factory  often  seems  less  a  tour  of  a 
modern  manufacturing  plant  (which  it 
certainly  is)  than  a  visit  to  a  comfortable 
Italian  kitchen. 

Arriving  at  about  noon,  one  is  apt  to 
find  the  padrone  cooking  lunch  for  the 
dozen  or  so  employees  (two  of  whom  are 
high  school  students  on  a  work  experience 
program),  and  all  sit  down  together  to 
eat.  There  are  flags  hanging  from  the 
ceiling,  colorful  posters  and  small  colored 
flood  lights  on  the  walls  —  the  latter  to 
lend  a  festive  air  to  the  premises  when 
they  are  let  for  parties  or  dinners  (Caf- 
ferata can  accomodate  from  30  to  150 
guests). 

For  Biradelli  it  seems  to  be  "la  dolce 
vita."  For  Potrero  Hill  it  doesn't  seem 
like  such  a  bad  deal  either.
